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The  total  volume  of  agricultural  production  reached  a  new  all-time  high  in  194-8. 
Production  of  livestock  and  their  products  continued  to  decline  from  the  peak  of  I9M4, 
but  crop  production  in  1948  was  10  percent  higher  than  the  previous  record  years  19^6 
and  1 9i+7 .    See  pages  6-7  for  details.

PRELIMINARY  ESTIMATES  FOR  JANUARY 


In  January,  farmers  will  probably  receive  around  2»k  "billion 
dollars  from  marketings,  12  percent  less  than  they  received  in  December 
and  k  percent  "below  receipts  in  January  a  year  ago.    Prices  farmers  are 
receiving  may  average  a  little  higher  than  the  December  prices,  but  they 
will  undoubtedly  remain  below  prices  received  a  year  earlier. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  January  may  be  1,3 
billion  dollars,  S  percent  below  December  and  13  percent  under  last  January. 
Average  prices  of  livestock  and  products  will  probably  be  a  little  above 
December  but  below  a  year  ago.    Marketings  of  meat  animals  are  declining 
seasonally,  but  cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  probably  will  be  nearly 
as  large  as  in  December  because  of  higher  prices.    They  will  be  down  from 
last  January,  however,  since  marketings  of  all  types  of  meat  animals  are 
lower  and  prices  may  average  about  the  same.    Milk  production  is  rising 
seasonally,  prices  of  dairy  products  are  a  little  lower  than  last  month, 
and  farmers'  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products  probably  will  be  about  the 
same  in  January  as  in  December.    But  they  may  be  a  little  below  January 
19 US  because  a  slight  increase  in  the  quantity  of  milk  produced  will  be 
more  than  offset  by  lower  prices.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  will 
be  down  from  December  despite  a  sharp  seasonal  rise  in  egg  production, 
since  prices  of  most  items  are  lower  and  marketings  of  turkeys  are  sub- 
stantially below  last  month.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  may  be  a 
little  above  last  January,  however,  largely  because  of  higher  average 
prices. 

Farmers  will  receive  around  1.1  billion  dollars  from  the  sale 
of  crops  in  January,  15  percent  less  than  in  December  but  8  percent  more 
than  in  January  1°/Hg.    Receipts  from  cotton  will  fall  off  seasonally  in 
January,  for  most  of  the  crop  is  already  either  sold  or  placed  under  loan. 
Although  prices  are  a  little  lower,  growers  will  receive  more  money  from 
cotton  than  they  received  a  year  ago  because  the  crop  is  lerger.  Receipts 
from  tobacco  probably  will  be  lower  in  January  than  in  December  and  may 
be  the  same  or  slightly  lower  than  a  year  ago.    Sales  of  wheat  and  corn 
will  be  up  seasonally  in  January,  and  receipts  will  be  higher  than  in 
December.    But  lower  prices  may  more  than  offset  larger  marketings,  com- 
pared with  last  January,  and  cash  receipts  may  be  down  a  little.  Receipts 
from  vegetables  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  December,  since  marketings 
are  lower  and  prices  are  higher.    Growers  are  receiving  less  money  from^ 
the  sale  of  vegetables  than  they  did  last  January  because  prices  are 
down.

Total  agricultural  production  for  sale  and  home  consumption 
in  19^8  was  larger  than  in  any  previous  year,  38  percent  above  the  1935~39 
average,  and  slightly  greater  than  in  19^7*     Crop  production  was  nearly 
50  percent  greater  than  the  1935~39  average  and  10  percent  above  19^-7 • 
Livestock  and  products,  however,  were  only  31  percent  above  1935-39>  and 
were  U  percent  "below  the  year  "before. 

Feed  crops,  cotton,  oil  crops,  and  vegetables  produced  for  sale 
or  home  use  were  especially  large  in  19^8,  as  compared  with  I9U7 ,  and  were 
responsible  for  the  increase  in  total  crop  production.     Eeed  crops  were 
kk  percent  above  19^7;  and  except  for  hay,  production  of  each  crop  in 
this  group  was  far  above  the  year  "before.     The  record  19US  corn  crop  was 
53  percent  larger  than  the  19^7  crop,  oats  in  19*4-8  were  about  one-fourth 
greater  than  the  previous  year's  crop,  "barley  was  13  percent  above  19^7» 
and  grain  for  sorghum  was  up  37  percent.    Production  of  cotton  and  cotton- 
seed rose  to  17  percent  above  the  1935~39  average,  one-fourth  higher  than 
in  19*4-7  •    Oil-bearing  crops  were  at  record  levels  in  19^-8,  three  and  one- 
half  times  as  great  as  in  1935" 39»  and  nearly  one-fifth  greater  than  in 
19^7*     The  acreage  of  flaxseed  harvested  in  19*4-8  was  the  second  largest 
on  record,  exceeded  only  in  19*43 °  an(1-  with  relatively  high  yields,  farmers 
harvested  the  largest  crop  in  history,.     Soybean  yields  were  nearly  one- 
third  greater  than  in  19*4-7 »  and  production  was  one-fifth  higher.  Peanut 
growers  raised  the  largest  crop  on  record  in  I9U8,  about  h  percent  above 
19*47  and  8h  percent  above  the  19^5~39  average.     Production  of  vegetables 
other  than  truck  crops  was  13  percent  greater  than  in  19*47 »  but  was  a 
little  smaller  than  in  I9U3  or  ljkc ,    Unusually  high  yields  in  19U8 
resulted  in  a  potato  crop  which  was  up  15  percent;  and  because  of  in- 
creased acreage  and  yields  the  dry  edible  bean  crop  was  21  percent  above 
the  crop  of  the  previous  year.     Sweetpotatoes,  however ,  were  down  11  per- 
cent . 

Although  production  of  tobacco  remained  high  relative  to  1935"" 
39,  it  declined  10  percent  from  19*^7  and  18  percent  from  its  peak  level 
in  I9U6.     Sugar  crops,  declining  19  percent  from  1947 »  reached  a  level 
well  below  the  19^5~39  average.     Food  grains  declined  only  7  percent  from 
the  record  production  of  19*4-7*     Truck  crops  and  fruits  and  nuts  remained 
approximately  at  their  19*+ 7  level. 

The  quantity  of  meat  animals  sold  or  used  at  home  in  19*48  was 
35  percent  above  the  19^5~39  average ,  but  6  percent  below  19 ^7 •  All- 
types  of  meat  animals  were  lower  than  in  19*47.    Poultry  and  eggs  and 
dairy  products  in  I9US  were  slightly  below  19^7-     Chickens  and  turkeys 
were  each  about  10  percent  below  the  year  before,  eggs  were  about  the 
'same,  but  broilers  ware  up  one-fifth.     All  typos  of  dairy  products  were 
down  in  production,  especially  butterfat,     Wool  production  was  down  about 
6  percent  tram^lS^l*
